Winnipeg Telegram: From

ments from Manitoba to the United 
States and the Northwest Territories 
during the past two years one inter- 
esting fact for Canadian farmers is 
gleaned, namely, that fewer stockers 
cattle are now heing 
United States than 


and more beef 
shipped to the 
formerly while a far larger proportion 
oc stockers are being bought by ranch- 
ers in the Territories, the results be- 
ing that the money made in raising the 
young stock and making beef cattle of 
them is retained in Canada. 

The figures show that while in 1898, 

2.500 beef cattle were shipped to the 
States and 20,000 stockers going to the 
Territories, in 1899 only 10,000 beef 
cattle went to the States, but 25,000 
steckers went to the ranchers in ‘the 
Territories. The ranchers in the west 
are finding it io their advantage . ito 
buy Manitoba stockers and utiliza the 
grass of the millions of acres of land 
in the Territories to putting them ~ in 
condition for the beef market. 

It is seen from the figures that Man- 
itobal farmers are finding it, more pro- 
fitable to raise stockers and sell them 
to ranchers in the Territories than ‘te 
raise beef cattle and export them.

As it starts to grow very early in) the 
spring, before any of the grasses upon 
the native prairies show any signs of 
life, and remains green and succulent 
far into Novemher, it will supply the 
long felt want of early spring and late 
fall pastures. 

“Smooth brome grass will grow on 
almost any soil, but its productiveness 
depends upon the degree cf fertility. 
It seems to germinate well on rich, 
moist land, but it is elso able to 'pre- 
due; a crop where the soil is poor and 
the conditions unfavorable to the 
growth of other grasses.” 

“The yield of hay from smooth brome 
grass varies from one to four anda 
half tons per acre, according to climate 
conditions, method and 
fertility of soil. The quality of the 
hay is excellent, fully equalling that of 
timothy in palability and nutritive 
qualities. In order to obtain the best 
product, the hay should be cut at the 
time of full bloom. One important 
feature which distinguishes smooth 
brome grass from other hay grasses 
is that it dogs not deteriorate rapidly 
after ths flowering pericd, ani even 
ificut when the seeds are ripe the hay 
will have lost but little of its nutritive 
qualities, owing to the fact that after 
the seed-bearing stem has grown wp, 
a} large number oi leafy shoots spring 
up from the base.

THE NAVY, TOO. 

London, (Friday) Feb. 9.—Since the 
war has strained the resources of 
the military system, Englishmen have 
been troubled by the possibility that 
seal fighting might show naval defects 
which would weaken the first line; of 
defence in which the country has 
place’: such complete trust. This ap- 
prehension has suddenly found expres- 
sion during the last two or/three days 
in ons half of the: newspapers of Eng- 
land, and the government’s attention 
has been specially directed to muzzle 
loading guns. Even the public men 
have been painfully surprised to learn 
that sixteen battl:ships and eight 
armored cruisers depend upon muzzle 
loaders. This means smaller but fas- 
ter ships, with modern guns, would be 
able to remain 1,C00 or 2,000 yards cut 
of range and disable in a leisurely 
fashion about one-third of the vessels 
which appear in theanaval list as 
“first class.” , The admiralty is un- 
derstood to be preparing to remedy 
this defect and propose also consider- 
able additions that will preserve the 
present ratio of Great Britain’s naval 
strength to that of France and Ger- 


many.

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The Londen Daily Telegraph's eor- 
respondent at Spearman’s Camp, in 
a despatch dated February 5th 
says: “Under the personal  di- 
rection of Gen. Buller, the attack on 
the Boor position was begun this 
morning by nearly the whol» of our 
batteries, 72 guns, shelling the ridges 
where the enemy have their trenches 
end redoubts on the Brakfonteing the 
low crest: facing the redoubts on the 
Brakiontein, and the low crest f 
Potgieter’s’ Drift. 

Several hills were smokinz like vol- 
canoes from» “the effects of the bom- 
bardment, which set on fire their 
stores and the grazs. While thei third 
pontoon bridge was being construct- 
edj under fire near Skiet Drift, the el- 
eventh brigade, now under the com- 
mand of Col. Wynne, made a demon- 
stration marching across the mca- 
dows with the support of seven bat- 
teries of artillery. 

“At 11 o'clock the enemy opened a 
henvy cannonade of shrapnel, common 
shell and pompon shells chiefly from 
Spion Kop. This was accompanied by 
a rattling musketry fire. Our ; gun 
ners behaved admirably and were as 
cool as if upon parade. The demon- 
stration having gained its effect, the 
reak attack upen the Boer leit. wag de-. 
livered at 4 o'clock. The Durham 
Light Infantry carried Vaalkrantz 
the ‘key of the lower ridge, while con: 
eral Hildyare’s brigade assailed the 
higher ridges. The general and his 
troops are bivouacked ‘upon the field 

of battle. In the language of boudoir 
bulletins, ‘mother and child are doing 
well.’ Our iosses are trifling.” 
Spearman’s Camp, Wednesday, Feb. 
7.—The war balloon has proved, a most 
useful adjunct, making ascents daily. 
and getting information as to the Beer 
positions. The Boers directed a heavy 
shrapnel fire in the endeavor ta de- 
stroy the balloon apparatus. Ths er- 
tillery behaved splendidly throughout, 
ably covering the infantry retirement 
from the front attack, in the face of 
heavy Boer shell fire. It is believed 
that the Boers suffered very heavily 
as their ambulances were hard at 
work. :

The Boer position consisted of a line 
of kopjes, strongly entrenched, ex- 
tending three miles from Spion Kop, 
end curving sharply at the eastern 
end to ibe south, abeut opposite 
Warts Kop, which is a gteep hill south 
of the Tugela, that the British oc- 
cupied before the seizure of Potgiet- 
er’s Drift. After the capture of 
Krantz Kloof the heavy Boer fire 
prevented a further advance Mon- 
day. The next morning the Boers in- 
dulged in long range shell fire, but 
in the aiternom they made a vigor- 
ous attempt to recapture the position, 
Their assault was made upon the 
northern end cf the kopje, and, at 
first, it was successful. Reinforce- 
ments, were, however, hurried up, and 
the British -recaptured the position at 
the point of the bayonet. 

The Boer Version. 


Boer Head Laager, Ladysmith, Tues- 
day,¥eb. 6.—Since yesterday the Brit- 
ish, with naval and other guns, have 
bombarded our pvusitions on the Upper 
Tugela. The troops crossed the river 
at the Pont and at Molen Drift, with 
the object of storming our positions. 
At the former Gen. Burger. beat them 
bark and they recrossed in disorder. 
The fighting continues at Molen Drift 
with the Standerton and Johannes- 
burg commandos. The cannonade was 
the fiercest yet experienced. There 
was a continued roaring all day long, 
This morning it recommenced with an 
increased number of guns.

COST OF CONTINGENTS. 

The following resolation which is to 
bs moved in parliament by Mr. Vield- 
ing embodies the propositions of the 
government as to pay of the Canadian 
volunteers in South Africa:. 


“Resolved: That it is expedient that 
from and out of the consolidated re- 
venue fund of Canada there shall and 
may be paid and applied a sum, not ex- 
ceeding $850,000 towards payment of 
the expenditures incurred, or to be in- 
eurred, in sending the contingents of 
Canadian volunteers to South. Africa. 

“Tn addition to the said suni a fur- 
ther sum not exceeding $1,150,000 to- 
wards defraying any further expend- 
itures that may be incurred in connec- 
tion with the sending of Canadian vol- 
unteers for active service in South Af- 
rica, and for providing as hereinafter 
mentioned for a fund by way of allow- 
ance to such volunteers or their de- 
pendents.

The first greai event in the course 
o2 thei session lias been disposed of in 
The debate on the address 


quick time. 
in reply to the speech from the throne 
commenced on Monday afternoon and 
ended on Tuesday night. As the speech 
is suppposed to outline the policy of 
thegovernment for the session, so the 
debate on the address in reply is ex- 
pected to develop the grounds of attack 
on and defense of that policy. This be- 
ingi the cas? it is not remarkable that 
the debate on the address is generally a 
very lengthy a‘fair. That of last ses- 
sion occupied a full month—and very 
litile was said on either side for ther 

way, very little tosay. In view of the 
circumstances which for the first time 
in the history of Canada made the 

question of the empire the subject 
of debate, it was naturally expected 
that a great deal would bel said and 
that a great deal oi time would be tak- 
en in saying it. It was, therefore, with 
a feeling of great relief that hte bulk 
members heard the 
passage or the 


of the  privaite 
speaker announce the 
address—without amendment. 

The debate was opened on Monday 
afternoon by Mr. Gould) the newly 
elected member for West Ontario, in 
the place oc the late speaker, Sir 
James Edgar. Mr. Gould is a smooth 
shaven well featured, middle sized and 
middle aged man o% noticeably, bright 
and business-like appearance, lqpking, 
to thelife, what he is, a successful 
banker As might be expected his 
speech was chiefly a review of the busi- 
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ness situation in Canada in which’ he 
saw every reason to be gratified. 

Mr. Geotfrion, successor in Chambly 
and Verckeres, Quebec, to his relative 
the late Hon. Mr. Geoffrion, made a 
short and eloquent speech in French 
in the course of which he heartily en- 
dorsed the action of the government 
in sending th severa] contingents 
to South Africa. 

And then arose Sir Charles Tupper 
the venerable ieader of the opposition, 
toi make his long expected criticism of 
the government’s South African war 
policy. At the commencement he in- 
timated that he would confine his criti- 
cism to that feature of thei address. 
Sir Charles was apparently in good 
form and the commencement of his 
address was listened to intently by 
full benches on both sides of the house. 
But it becam2: apparent before he had 
proceeded far that the expectations 
which had been raised were not to be 
realized. Whether due to weakness 
of mental power or to weakness of 
case, his address was on anything but 
the high level which the greatness of 
the issues involved gave opportunity 
for. It was not great as an exposition 
of Imperial ideas or of an imperial 
policy; nor was it great as an attack 
on the policy or actions of the govern- 
ment. He did not aitempt to question 
what the government had done cr 
had not done in any ‘point. He did noi 
hint that they had sent a man or a 
gun too many or ivo few, \that the ex- 
pense was too great or too small.; that 
the men had arrived in South Africa 
tod| soon or too late. Hel did not even 
challenge the government on its policy 

f! payment of the troops in South Af- 
rica, which was in clear cut differ- 
enre from that to which he had prev- 
iously pledged himself. The whole of 
his complaint against the government 
was that at first it had hesitated to 
offer the contingent, and that at first 
the minister of public works had oppos- 
ed its being sent. To this latter point 
he paid the greater part of his atten- 
tion and read printed extracts from 
speeches, letters and _ editorials to 
prove the disloyalty to the empire ‘of 
the minister of public works, whom he 
spoke of as the dominant member of 
the government. It did not seem ip 
strike Sir Charles that if Mr. Tarte’s 
policy was not to send a contingent 
he could not be deminant because a 
contingent was sent. Or if he was 
deminant, he must have been in favor 
of sending it, Sir Charles spokd from 
a little after four o’clock until six, and 
from eight until nine. { 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier abiy and vigor- 
ously replied occupying ar hour. Tothe 
charge of hesitation by the cabinet he 
admitted that they did not take public 
ection until war became inevitable) 
but within three weeks after war ‘hac 
been declared Canada’s first conting- 
ent gathered from all corners of her 
vast territory, was on the sea. That 
wus the answer of the government to 
the charge of hesitation, and divided 
counsels. He announced the policy of 
the government regarding the  pay- 
ment of the men, which had already 
been indicated by Mr. Gould. Canada 
would not interfer with the British 
arrangements for payment of tha men 
in South Africa, but would supplement 
the) scale of pay. allowed, by the ampire 
by sufficient to make it equal to Cana- 
dian pay in the same ranks and arms of 
perviee. This supplementary pay 


but would be paid to their de 
relatives in Canada on assignment. 
and where no assignment was made, 
it would be held until the return of 
the volunteer, when it would: be given 
him! in a lump sum. ‘Provision would 
also be made ior pensions in case of 
injuries suffered. 

Hon. Geo. E. Foster took up the de- 
bate for the opposition on Tuesday af- 
ter noon and held the house until six 
o'clock. He did not confine his atten- 
tion to the war question, but dealt with 
the various subjects mentioned in the 
alidress. He was in excellent form,but 
while his reasoning was clear as usual 
his arguments had a decidedly pea- 
nutty flavor. He argued and thunder- 
ed and abjured on the loss ta the pestal 
revenue resulting from the alleged 
franking of campaign literature by 
the minisier of agriculture; an action 
which although not properly justi- 
fiable had been hallowed by the long 
and universal custom of Mx. Foster and 
bis fri.nds when in power H2 too paid 
his respects at great length to the 
minister of public works who listened 
very quietly to it all. His arguments 
to prove that the policy or adminis- 
tration of the government had had 
nothing whatever to dd with the pros- 
perity now being enjoyed by Canada 
were as clever but just as specious as 
those which when in power he had used 
to prove that the policy of adminis- 
tration o¢ the then government had all 
to do wiih) ‘the then existing pros= 
werity. Mr. Foster is swehj a close and 
clever reasoner that he can afford to 
dispense altogether with facts in es- 
tablishing any given case. Taken al- 
together his attack upon the govern- 
ment although well delivered was ne- 
gative rather than positive, and was 
on anything but the high imperial 
level that had been expected. Only in 
his peroration did he rise to the height 
worthy of himself and of the occasion 
when he described the depth of in- 
terest of the individual parts of the 
empire in the success and greatness 
of the emipire as a whole, What he 
snidon this point was right’and it was 
well said; and deserved the’ three 
cheers with which it was greeted by 
his party friends in the house. It 
might just ais well have been cheered 
also by his opponents, as it contained 


no reflection upon them and voiced 
their sentiments as well. } 
Sir Richard Cartwright continued 


the debate at eight o’clock in ‘a speech 
of more than usual vigor. Like Mr. 
Foster he discussed the general quest- 
ions dealt’ with in the speech. , He 
was particularly strong and definite 
on the war policy of the cabinet, and 
instanced the number of the sons of 
members of the cabinet who were with 
the British army in South Africa as 
evidence on the subject of loyalty, 
He used the same means to illustrate 
the loyalty of the French’ Canadian 
people. Dealing with the efforts of the 
opposition to arouse race antagonism 
at this time he said that Sir Charles 
had tried to set the French against the 
English on the question of the re 
medial bill to keep himself in power 
and now hs was trying to set the 
Enclish against the French in order 
back into power. Regarding 
the subject of insurance of the lives of 
the members of the contingent he 
said that Canada did not need to go 
to an insurances company in such a case. 
Canada was responsible for the way in 
which her soldiers were dealt with. 
Those at the front need have no fear. 
Should their wives or little ones: be 
bereaved they would become the 
wards of the state.

most economical place to smelt the 
ores of British Columbia and Wash- 
ington state, and will build! up one of 
the greatest industries in the country. 
and will eventually employ thousands 
of men at high wages, and whereas no 
bonus is asked for this charter, we be- 
lieve it should be granted as a mat- 
ter of course by parliament.

: WAR NorEs, : 

~ Loadon, Feb, 8. —The salis Mail has 
the following special: “Modder River, 
Tuesday.—The Highland brigade, with 
two squadrons of lancers and battery | 
of field artillery, all under Gen. Mac- 
Donald, left Modder river on Satur- 
day at daylight, and proseeded south 
of Riet rivar, and to the westward,On 
Sunday they advanced to Koodoos 
drift. They found a small picket of 
the enemy at Koodoosberg. who re- 
tired. Gen. MacDonald occupied the j 
drift, throwing up trenches on both 
sides of the river. At‘ daylight on Mon- 
day, some parties of Beers, numbering 
308, approached Koodoosbergz from 
Langberg, west of Msgersfoniein. The 
advance picket of the Lancers exchang- 
ed fire with the enemy, who retired. 
Gen. MarDonald is still holding the 
dritt. Sunday’s foreed march was hot 
and fatiguing for the brigade, who 
worked well. To-day the men are none 
the worse for it.” . 

London, Feb. 8, 4 a. m.—The Brit- 
ishi &efumns'are putting themselves in 
motion in all parts o7 thé South Afri- 
ean war field. A combined attack up- 
on the Boers appears to be in pro- 
gress. General Buller has gained a 
footing of the plateau north of the 
Tugela, aiter two days’ fighting. On 
the far western border Lord Methuen 
has begun a turning movement 
against the Boer right, while General 
Mardonald threatens the Boer ilank, 
thus relieving the pressure on Lord 
Methuen’s front. Lord Roberts, who 
«peording to an informant in close 


middle of the theatre of war; has 
begun the march on Bloemfontein, 
The Boers have taken the initiative 
against General Gatacre, attacking 
two of his positions at Sterrkstroom. 
It really looks as though the general 
forward movement, so long talked of, 
was in progress. General Buller’s 
third attempt at relieving Ladysmith 
absorbs attention. 

Three thousand more militia have 
been ordered to prepare for embarka- 
tion. The obselete guns at various 
coast defences are being replaced with 
modern naval guns. The government 
is preparing a plan to ba submitted 
to parliament fer the yeomanry; 
volunteers and militia, a well organiz- 
ed and properiy equipped army for 
home defence.

General Hutton, commander in chiei 
of the Canadian forces, has been‘ order- 
ed! to South Africa on special service. 
General Hutton’s resignation will 
not cause surprise, He was anxious to 
go with the first contingent, buit did 
not feel like resigning his position, but 
now that the war is likely to be - of | 
long duration, he feels constrained to 
£0. 

The Allans SS, Carthaginan hag 
been chartered to take a detachment 
of troops .to South Africa. 

A iarge number of Britons residing 
in Berlin, under the age of 30, have 
received orders calling them home for 
military service. 

H. F. Eilson, the legal assistant o% 
the colonial office, wil start for Cape 
Town on Saturday, in order to assist 
Sir Alfred Milner, the British high 
commissioner, in tke legal problems 
gontronting him. 

M. de Bloch, whose hook on Modern 
Warfare has attracte}? corsiderable 
attention, has been interviewed on the 
present struggle between Creat Brit- 
ain and the Boers. M.de Bloch declar- 
ed that the present war in South Afri- 
ca, confirmed the opinion expressed, in 
his book, that modern weapons would 
render attacks practically impossible. 
He said that iv his opinion, while the 
British troops wouid obtain some inde- 
cisive victories, the war would drag on 
for a long time, and Great Britain 
would eventually demand arbitration. 


It is reported that Dr. Borden com- 
municated with Premier Semlin, of 
British Columbia, intimating that 
the war office accepted the offer of 
the province to raise a separate force 
provided it were made a proper unit. 

The Boers have assumed the offen- 
sive at all points in which they are 
in conflict with the British forces. A 
despatch from Rensberg, dated Fri- 
day, February, 9, reports much ag- 
gressive activity against all British re- 
connoitering, and declares the Boers 
are in no sense surrounded at Coles- 
burg but are simply held ini check by a 
series of camps, forming a semi- -circle 
from east to west. The Boers, it is 


added, are still in full possession of 
their lines of communication withj the 


Free State and hold strong positions 


around Colesberg. 

It was said to-day that cne of the 
first steps to increase the home army 
will be the raising of thirty-seven new 
horse and field batteries with bar- 
rarks on Salisbury Plain, and the ad- 
dition of third battalions to the num- 
erous regiments which at present are 
without them. 

A letter received from Col. Baden- 
Powell felis how he »conducts 
the defence of Mafeking by telephone. 
He made himself a bomb-proof mound, 
in the centre of the town. He says: 
“Hens I sit in my bomb-proof burean, 


writing these letters. Around me is 
eisgheke comzaunication with each 
one of my outposts. At each one! of 
these outposts a telescope kxeeps con- 
stant watch on the Boer outposts and 
guns. As soon as itis seen W hich way 
their fire is about to be directed ile 
wire communications send word and 
the bell, with which each defensive 
quarter is provided, clangs in that 
part of the town where the shell is 
about to fall. Ail in tha open at once ,

does not threaten the independence, of 
bi-racial communities, but on the other 
hand, promotes their liberty.” To 
have: had a French Canadian holding 

out for the English in the capital of 
France is a happy result of the policy 
and, the statemanship that seitled the 
Dominion.

CLATWORTHY AGAIN. 


The London Times has the follow- 
ing which is of interest in as much as 
one of the principal characters was 4 
Klondiker who went north by the Ed- 
monton route, and is not unknown 
hera: 

The first chapter in a peculiar case 
was concluded at Bow street on Sat- 
urday, when Mr. Harold Davis, of 51 
North-end, Croydon, was summoned 
by Mr. Thomas Eyre Ciatworthy, 2 
civil engineer, for stealing jewellery 
valued, at about £190. 

Complainant said that in Octcber 
1897 he left his wife and, three children, 
who were staying at 46, Upper Bed- 
ford-place, and went to Klondike. In 
the house he left £50 in cash and the 
jewellery mentioned, and he also trans- 
ferred £450 which he had in the bark 
to his wife’s name. When he returned 
in April last he found his honse—a 
boarding establishment—in charge of 
a manazeress, and his wife had disap- 
peared. 

In December last he heard she 
dead’, and he caused an inquest to be 
held, at which the defendant gave evi- 
dence that in October 1898 he went (to 


complainant’s residence and found Mrs. 
Clatworthy penniless. He took her (0 
Liverpool, where they lived together: 
and on December 19 she died, and he 
registered her death in the name % 
Bertha Caroline Davis, the same name 
appearing on the coffin plate. 

Mr. Daniel Morgan, a pensioned) po 
lice inspector, now in business for him- 
self, said he had ascertained that the 
parents cf the dead woman had all the 
jewellery except two diamond rings, 
which were in possession of the defend- 
ant’s solicitor.\ ' :
